Listening Is usually accepted ai 
Duller ol coiirK. Where children are 
concerned It la uiuaUy quite dis- 
regarded. One la so busy and then, 
too, one wanU to Ult himself or keep 
his tho ugh ti to hlmaelt and an In- 
*l»l*nl-«hlid-(;aii-b«-»er)>-lnlnialM 
nd moit wcnrlni; on the nerves. - 
To (iridersUnd even "a IlUle^or lo 
.implex a clinracter as'that ot a 
child or an adolescent oiiB must be a 
skilled listener and that comet only 
by praeUce. By aUrtlng early with 
the very yount onea and keeplns on 
.through adolescence, one may get 
useful glimpse of the child who 
li growing up under one's note.
